WASHINGTON, Sept. 19—(AP)— 


The intense wet drive for congres- 
sional gains this year was ackknowl- 
edged today by P. Scott McBridf, 
superintendent o^ the Anti-Saloon 
league, to have caused the prohibi- 
tion issue to be "more clearly drawn 
thaa at any time since the coming 
of prohibition." 
At the same time the scope of 
the wet campaign was revealed to 
some extent in reports of political 
expenditures filed with the cleric of 
the house, %vhich showed that so far 
in 1930 wet organizations have spent 
$425,370, while dry forces reported 
spending only $9,622;

SPORTS 


The chapter on spoits in the ancient 
village that was the Prairie Capital 
should be as short as the story of the 
snakes in Ireland. There were none. At 
least there were none In the modern 
sense. Like art, sport requires a certain 
leisure for its development. In the old 
Lincoln there were no idlers. Everybody 
worked, especially lather. There were 
no tired business men whcse arteries 
needed softening. They had their games 
but they were unorganized, and even in 
the case of base ball uncommercialized. 
Horse racing was the amusement of a few 
who fancied and could afford fast stock. 
Shotgun fans ' were numerous. Game 
birds were thick in season on the *hinly 
settled prairies. In spring and fall the 


- creeks and ponds- swarmed with ducks 
and geese. Bird dogs were the canine 
elite. 
A. J. Sawyers, Jeff and Col. 
Buford's Duke were famous. Everybody 
at times hunted, but the headliners in the 
sport were E. Hallett, J. H. Harley, and 
J. E. Houtz. They were all crack shots 
and keen sportsmen. 
They knew how, 
when, and where-to get game. They were 
the admiration of the town kids growing 
up to shotgun age. Mr. Hallett still in 
1&0 looks back to the days of real sport. 
Salt Creek and its confluent streams 
were then unpolluted -by sewage. They 
were deeper and swifter. 
The prairies 
were In large part unbroken by the plow. 
Summer rains ran quickly from the tight 
sod with a minimum of erosion. As settle- 
ment increased the creeks gradually be- 
came filled with silt. What was then a 
famous deep swimming hole with its steep 
"siippryjinny" is now a shallow puddle. 
Fishing was good, and everybody fished. 
One squatter with a shack near the 
Shepard tower on North Twenty-seventh 
even made a living from his trot lines. 
Sometimes in spring high water, fish ran 
up the Antelope and Deafttnan's Run 
and were captured with pitchfork and 
garden rake. Col. L. C. Pace long held 
the record, with a twelve pound buffalo. 
Even the University was without sports 
which seems now like a contradiction in 
terms. There was a lot of back lot base 
ball and one old' cat. Prot. W. W. W. 
Jones used to bat flies for the boys at 
recess. And that was about all. Once 
In the 80's an athletic rector of the 
Episcopal church introduced the game of 
lacrosse, and for a time among his choir 
boys the game promised to become popu- • 
lar. But it ended In promise. 
As for 
golf, nobody even knew the word. • It was 
to be many years later that Bob Joyce 
would import some crazy looking shinny 
clubs that he called golf sticks.- Be 
learned to play by demonstrating them in 
bis store.

Manchurian Go v e r n or 


Takes Step to Aid in 


Restoring: Order. 


TIENTSIN, China, Sept. 19—</P)— 
Indications that Chang Hsuehliang, 
governor of Manchuria, is talcing a 
hand in restoring peace to northern 
China where the" Peiping military 
movement against the Nanking gov- 
ernment has been losing its grip 
were reported here today. 
The Mukden government was stat- 


ed to have issued a peace manifesto 
and to be moving troops toward 
Peiping with the intention of tak- 
ing over the northern capital and 
the important city of Tientsin, now 
being held by the northern 'mili- 
tarists. 
Fengtien, or Manchurian troops, 
this morning started toward Peip- 
ing and crossed the Lfwan river in 
northern Chihli, south of the great 
wall. 
It was understood .that 40,000 


Manchuriari" troops had been or- 
dered to occupy the whole railway 
'to Peiping and to take over Peiping 
and Tientsin. 


Coalition May Collopse. 
The Kuomin news agency in New 


York last night quoted dispatches 
from Nanking indicating the 
im- 


minent collapse of the Peiping coa- 
lition of military leaders which has 
been in the field for the past few- 
months against the central govern- 
ment in Nanking. 
Tnese dispatches also said that 


Chang Hsueh-Liang had issued or- 
ders to mobilize inside the great wall 
of China to support the central gov- 
ernment. Hitherto. Chang has kept 
aloof from the civil warfare which 
has rent China.

Of the total electrical energy gen- 
erated in this country during 1929 
the federal trade commission said 
today 13.54 per cent was expected 
across state lines. The total pro- 
duction was set at 94.703,518.i>38 
kilowatt hours of which 80,955,774,- 
769 was actually consumed. 


The figures, given in a prelimi- 


nary report to the senate, showed 
that a considerable amount of 
power was imported from Canada, 
and a slight amount from Mexico. 
The total domestic power moved 
from one '.tate to another was given 
as 14,505,190.623 kilowatt hours or 
15.31 per cent, including a duplica- 
tion of 1,680,746,671 accounted for 
by power lines re-entering the state 
of original production or crossing 
into a third state.

Weaver Outlines Debt of People 


To Constitution in Radio Talk 


What American 
citizens owe to 


their national, state, and local gov- 
ernments and to society in general, 
in vie wof their rights and priv- 
ileges granted by the 
American 


constitution, was the subject of a 
radio address given by Governor 
Weaver Thursday 
evening. 
The 
speech, which was made in connec- 
tion with national 
Constitution 


week, was in part as follows: 
The colonies In declaring their inde- 
pendence maintained that man was en- 
dowed with certain inalianable 
rights 
which were above and beyond the power 
of any government to circumvent or sup- 
press. The deniel of these rights by Eng- 
land is what brought forth the- Declara- 
tion of Independence. 
The desire to build a government based 
upon these rights of the individual, and to 
set up a form which would insure them 
to every citizen and also provide a means 
for national union and strength through 
a system of checks and balances, 
gave 
birth to the federal Constitution. It is the 
masterpiece of the world's statemenship. 
It was the fruition of men's efforts lor 
more than five thousand years lo escape 
the excesses of the tyrant uho declared, 
"I am ache State." and of the mob which 
In tvery pure democracy has almost; al- 
ways brought turbulence and disaster. 
These systems, 
throughout ihe 
world's 
history, have alike brought failure in gov- 
ernment. Instead of protecting life and 
property, providing security and promoting 
the happiness of the people, botn have 
endangered and. frequently denied them. 
Quotes Gladstone, Pitt. 
Of our federal constitution William E. 
Gladstone said that "It Is the greatest 
piece of work ever struck off at a given 
time by the brain and purpose of man " 
William Pitt said. "It will be the wonder 
and admiration of nil future generations 
and the model of all future constitutions." 
This prophecy has been partly fulfilled. 
It will be entirely fulfilled with those na- 
tions which become Christian and capable 
of self-government through education. 
The federal consitution in specific terms 
state* that it Is the supreme law of the 
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land. Ex-3*nator Beveridge dccelares that 
"this principle, asserted in no other writ- 
ten constitution, is wholly and exclusively 
American, and is America's original con- 
tribution to the science of law." 
Because it is our original contribution 
to Jaw, because it is the supreme law, the 
individual citizen, in the interest of -whose 
liberty and welfare it was icrer-ilated and 
has been maintained, should be fully in- 
formed as to its provisions and guaran- 
tees. Since it 
TV as originally ratified tour 
generations have been born and 
lived 
under its provisions. We have increased 
from thirteen colonies to forty-eight sov- 


>»«, tn ejch ol which U guar- 
anteed a. republican form lo government. 
We have increased from three millions to 
one hundred twenty-two millions ol people 
who as a whole are happy and prosper- 
ous. Surely the form of government under 
which all of this has transpired in so 
brief a span is essentially sound and good. 
We will kepe it so only through an in- 
formed and intelligent electorate. 


Compliments Bar Association. 
As citizens ol Nebraska we commend the 
Nebraska State Bar association for this 
program of education and Americaniza- 
tion The addresses delivered by Charles E. 
Matson, chairman of th* Citizenship Com- 
mittee of the American Bar association.

Coolidge 
has said "the 
government cannot assume for the people 
the inevitable burdens of existence. There 
Is no method by which we can either be 
relieved of the results of our own folly or 
be guaranteed a successful life. There is 
an inescapable 'personal responsibility for 
the development of character, of industry 
and thrift and self control. When 
Mr. 
Coolidge, also s»ys that duty is not col- 
lective but personal h» states the true 
phllisophy of life andvthe obligation of the 
citizen. He will teach Jus children that 
there is more freedom here, freedom ol 
religion which is in harmony with our well 
recognized American principle of the sep- 
aration of the church and state; that 
there is freedom of thought, freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press, so that 
there wlE be full 
discussion, a correct 
judgment and a wholesome public opinion.

Without 
the bulwark of our courts the personal 
and property rights of the individual citl- 
cn declared in the constitution would at 
itmes be violated and invaded by passion 
»nd prejudice. As stated by a great Amer- 
ican, "Ultimately personal property rights 
arc the same thing. The one cannot be 
presenved if the other be violated- Bvery 
man is entitled to his rights and the re- 
wards of his service, be they never so 
large or never so small." In America fie 
ij secured in those rights because the con- 
stitution proclaims them as inviolate from 
any action .even the action of the gov- 
ernment itself. 
They represent 
funda- 
mental rights which are sacred and even 
above the will of the majority. In the 
language of another. "The constitution 
has ben. compared to the conscience of the 
people in which principles of liberty and 
Justice have been set down in a calm, ra- 
tional moment a&d made binding upon 
them as a guide and restraint in times, of 
public indignation." 
And vet. this constitution, being the peo- 
ple's charter, can be changed by them, 
acting through congress and the ratifica- 
tion of the states.

W hat American 
citizens owe to 
their national, state, and local gov­ 
ernm ents and to society in general, 
in vie wof their rights and priv­ 
ileges 
granted 
by 
the 
American 
constitution, was the subject of a 
radio address 
given 
by 
Governor 
Weaver Thursday 
evening. 
The 
speech, which was made in connec­ 
tion 
with 
national 
Constitution 
week , was In part as follows: 
The colonies 
in declaring their Inde­ 
pendence m aintained t ha t m an was e n­ 
dowed with certain 
inaltanable 
rights 
which were above and bey ond the power 
of any government to circum vent or sup­ 
press. The denicl of these rights by Eng­ 
land is w hat brought forth the D eclara­ 
tion of Independence. 
The desire to build a government based 
upon these rights of the individual, and to 
set up a form which would insure them 
to every citizen and also provide a m eans 
for national union and strength through 
a sy stem of check s and balances, 
gave 
birth to the federal Constitution. It is th# 
masterpiece of the world's statem enship. 
It was the fruition of m en's efforts for 
more tha n five thousand y ears to escape 
the excesses of the ty ra nt who declared, 
" I am athe S tate.” and of the mob which 
in every pure democracy has almost al­ 
way s 
brought 
turbulence 
and 
disaster. 
These sy stems, 
throughout ihe 
world's 
history , have alik e brought failure In gov­ 
ernm ent. Instead of protecting life and 
property , providing security and promoting 
the happiness of the people, botn have 
endangered a nd freq uently denied them. 
Quo tes Gla dsto ne, Pit*. 
Of our federal constitution William E 
O ladstone said tha t “ It is the greatest 
piece of work ever struck off at a given 
time by the brain and purpose of m an.” 
William P itt said. “ It will be the wonder 
a nd adm iration of all future generations 
and the model of all future constitutions.” 
This prophecy has been partly fulfilled. 
It will be entirely fulfilled with those na ­ 
tions which become C hristian and capable 
of self-government through education. 
The federal consltutlon in specific terms 
•tates tha t it is the supreme law of the 
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land. Ex-fUnator Beveridge decelares that 
“ thie principle, asserted in no other w rit­ 
ten constitution, is wholly and exclusively 
American, a nd is America'« original con­ 
tribution to the science of law.” 
Because it is our original contribution 
to law, because it is the supreme law, the 
individual citizen, in the interest of whose 
liberty and welfare it was form ulated and 
has been maintained, should be fully in­ 
formed as to its provisions and gua ra n­ 
tees, Since it was originally ratified four 
generations have been born and 
lived 
under its provisions. We have increased 
from thirteen colonics to forty -eight sov­ 
ereign states, to each of which is guar­ 
anteed a republican form fo government. 
We have Increased from three millions to 
one hundred twenty -two millions 
o f people 
who us 
a whole are happy and prosper­ 
ous. Surely the form 
o f governm ent under 
which all of this has transpired in so 
brief a span is essentially sound and good. 
We will k epe It so only through a n in­ 
formed and intelligent electorate. 
Compliments B ar Association, 
As citizens of Nebrask a we commend the 
Nebrask a State B ar association for this 
program of education and Americaniza­ 
tion The addresses delivered by Charles E.

CLOSING THE BARN DOOR. 
The facts and figures appearing in The Lincoln 


Star Tmwsday with reference to the personnel and 
equipment of the Lincoln police force revealed a situ- 
ation which has existed in this community for'many 
years. We have been frightfully under-manned and 
outrageously under-equipped to deal with expe- 
rienced, hardened "criminals of the type who took 
charge of a street corner in the heart of Lincoln's 


• business district, coolly ordered its people and officers 
to move along if they valued their skins, and in broad 
daylight, in plain view of passing crowds, plundered 
a bank" of thousands of dollars. 


Yet-only the absence of an element of hardened 


thugs and yeggmen has spared Lincoln property and 
the lives of its citizens. We -have a remarkable type 
of citizenship In this community—law-respecting,-in- 
telligent, and generally self-supporting. 
Through 


some fortunate dispensation we have been spared 
periodical visits from the more dangerous gangs 
from the larger cities. It was a short-sighted and 
foolish policy to expect this situation to continue for 
years. And yet in the face of repeated warnings that 
the police force should be enlarged, and that pioper 
equipment should be provided for the men burdened 
with the responsibility of maintaining law and order, 
as a community we did nothing- to correct conditions. 


That was a pitiful confession wriifli Chief John- 


stone had to make that one man, ordinarily assigned 
to the beat, had been sent to another post, and as a 
result one officer was covering three- "beats." It would 
happen that when the bandits entered the bank the 
officer on that*"beat" should be at the other ex- 
treme end of the line he was supposed to patrol. Two 
men were at the station, in addition to the desk 
sergeant, to answer emergency calls. It was not Chief 
Johnstone's fault, or that of the men under him, that 
so few were available for service when they were so 
badly needed.

So far as weapons are concerned, it would be well 


for the people of Lincoln to re-read the itemized 
statement of emergency weapons provided for the 
Lincoln police: 


Six automatic shotguns, four of them at head- 


quarters. 


One double-barreled sawed-off shotgun. 
One 30-30 caliber Winchester repeating rifle. 
Each officer is armed with a .38 caliber Smith 


& Wesson special double-action revolver. 


Out of their own funds, two men have equipped 


themselves with tear-gas guns. 
It is little better than murder to send officers 


against experienced gunmen, equipped with the latest 
in machine-guns, with old and antiquated weapons 
of this character. Organized crime, it must be i£- 
membered, has taken advantage of every step "of 
progress made In efficient armament. To fight it 
successfully those filling the role of policemen must 
be given as good equipment as the outlaws have. 
There are very few cities the size of Lincoln which 
do not possess machine gun squads. On most police 
forces months have been devoted to training men 
especially qualified for handling machine guns, so 
that if the need arises, they can meet the chal'ange 
of the most desperate criminals. There was not. even 
an ample stock of ammunition for the emergency 
guns of the Lincoln police force. 


Perhaps the Lincoln commission has erred in not 


taking the public into_ its confidence more fully with 
reference to thp police force, and its lack of adequate 
numbers and'equipment, but in the final analysis the 
community itself is to blame because it has been 
niggardly and stingy in its attitude toward the most 
important functions of city government. There are 
some things which are essential to every progressive 
and wen-governed city and police protection is one 
of them. Safety against fire is another, and measures 
of health and sanitation are others. 
• • .« 


The fact is the city of Lincoln was caught flat- 


footed and unprepared when a daring band of bandits 
paid it an unwelcome visit The facts which have 
developed out of that robbery should arouse us from 
our lethargy and indifference toward that which is 
of supreme importance to peace ?«d security. 


Without delay the city commission should proceed 


toward rebuilding the police department and with 
providing equipment. A policeman, who by quick 
thinking and action can meet any emergency, is of 
course of double value to the community. The job is 
hazardous and exacting and calls for both courage 
and intelligence. Men of that character are hard to 
find but neither time nor money should be spared in 
developing a police force which will effectively lock 
the door against the possible future visits of desperate 
bandits.

THE LABOR UNION RACKET. 


It begins to look as though a real effort were being 


made at last to rid Chicago of the gangsters who 
have brought it into such unpleasant notoriety during 
the past few years. It is only comparatively recently 
hat these thugs have "muscled into" the labor unions 
tf that city, just as they have been doing in New 
ork and other large places, and their presence in 
hese organizations has constituted one of the great- 
est menaces the people in the cities in which they 
have been operating have had to face. 


The gangsters have followed two plans in gaining 
ontfol of such unions "as they are using, the first 


corruption and the second intimidation. Where 


eaders have fallen in with their plans, they have 
>een allowed to share in the plunder, but where there 
has been opposition, threats have been used and 
when these proved ineffective, bombings and murder 
have been the results. 


Once the hoodlums gain control, everyone having 


any" business or other connection with the union thus 
mt under tribute is compelled, to pay to' the limit. 
The building contractor who does not employ mem- 
>ers and "come through" with whatever is demanded 
has the structure on which he is engaged dynamited, 
and perhaps his own home may meet a similar fate, 
with the danger that the members of his family may 
be blown to pieces.

It is costing the people 
of that city millions of dollars every year.

These, however, are not the only 


factors in blood pressure. The hose 
made of rubber is elastic, and it 
maintains a pressure on the column 
of water it encloses. The arteries 
also are elastic, and maintain a pres- 
sure on the column of blood. If the 
hose gets old, or if you have an iron 
pipe instead of a rubber hose, the 
pressure of the pump will have to 
be much higher in order to throw 
the water tbe same distance. Like- 
wise, when. as. age advances, the 
arteries lose their elasticity, the 
pressure of tie pump, the heart, 
must be greater to keep the blood 
circulating. Thus hardening of the 
arteries a natural accompaniment 
of age, makes the blood pressure 
higher. 
Again, if vou put your finger over 
the end of the hose. Jhus narrowing 
the outaet. and making Ihc stream 
smaller, the pressure behind in the 
hose will r2 higher. The same things 
occur in the human body. An artery 
or a large number of arteries, as in 
the kadnev or in the brain, narrow 
tJjpir caliber wh*ai they harden, and 
this may raise the blood pressure ol 
the whole body.

or lastly from apoplexy, which is the 
bursting of a blood vessel in the 
brain—bursting because it can no 
longer resist the strain of the en- 
ormous internal pressure. 
' These individuals, the subject of 
so-called malignant high blood pres- 
sure, are usually active and vigirous 
up to within a few years of-death. 
The cause of tbe condition is by no 
means settled. In fact, it is one of 
the least settled questions in medi- 
cine today. Heredity unquestionably 
plays a part. But what does hered- 
ity do to their circulatory apparatus? 
We cannot answer except to suggest 
it causes their arteries to narrow 
very early in life. They have in- 
herited bad plumbing from the be- 
ginning.

The Kaiser's Private Fortune. 


(New York Times.) 


An apparently official statement 


cabled from Berlin regarding Ger- 
man property still owned by the de- 
posed royal family, throws no par- 
ticular light on the ex-Kaiser's fi- 
nancial "position. The valuation of 
$6,476,633 placed on the real estate 
becomes less impressive when it is 
further specified that actual own- 
ership is divided among forty-nine 
different individuals. 


In 1926, after a popular referen- 


dum had been taken on the ques- 
tion of confirming such ownership 
or confiscating the property, the 
German government reached an 
agreement with the Kaiser whereby 
it paid him 15.000,000 marks in cash, 
and allowed«Jiim also what was de- 
scribed as "200,000 acres of land and 
several castles." The income de- 
rived from the cash payment when 
invested would be about $175,000 in 
American money; no very enormous 
sum if that too bad to be divided 
up.Th statement that the Kaiser is 
not a large holder of foreign bonds 
seems"plausible enough. 
If, how- 
ever, as was commonly believed, he 
had in his prosperous days invested 
substantial sums abroad, the ac- 
count might be more important. It 
would be interesting to know what 
securities are selected for reinvest- 
ment nowadays. Bonds issued by 
the German government -which de- 
posed him may easily have been ve- 
toed for sentimental reasons. Once 
it was taken for granted that "nest- 
eggs" of the kind, in behalf of for- 
eign royalty, would be British con- 
sols; nowadays the premier invest- 
ment would doubtless be United 
States government bonds. King Ed- 
ward VTI was believed to have a 
tidy sum laid away in Great North- 
ern Railway shares, recommended 
by his banker friend Sir Ernest 
Cassel. The Kaiser mav have had 
such advisers; if so. 1926 and 1927 
were excellent years for investments 
of that nature..

Century Old Laws.

In the current~"controversy over 


Sunday baseball it is a striking an- 
omaly that_the legal issues 
that 
have been raised all turn upon the 
legislative enactments, one of them 
a century and a half old and an- 
other two centuries and a quarter. 
The latter, once termed by Judge 
Fuller? of Luzerne county, that "an- 
tediluvian, cerulean, sabbatical act 
of April 22, 1794." is the law upon 
which the police depend to secure 
a conviction; but there has been 
talk of invoking an even earlier law 
that of 1706. which is said to limi: 
the power of the police to make ar- 
rests on Sunday. 
It is a manifest absurdity to at- 
tempt to interpret and apply, under 
modem circumstances acd habits of 
thought a law most of-the prohib- 
itions of which are universally ig- 
nored. These and other similar pro- 
ceedings merely emphasize the con- 
tention that the remedy for these 
absurdities and anomalies is to be

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CLOSING THE BARN DOOR. 


The facts and figures appearing in The Lincoln 
Star Thursday with reference to the personnel and 
equipment of the Lincoln police force revealed a situ­ 
ation which has existed in this community for many 
years. We have been frightfully under-manned and 
outrageously 
under-equipped 
to 
deal 
with 
expe­ 
rienced, hardened criminals of the type who took 
charge of a street corner in the heart of Lincoln’s 
business district, coolly ordered its people and officers 
to move along If they valued their skins, and in broad 
daylight, in plain view of passing crowds, plundered 
a bank of thousands of dollars. 
Yet only the absence of an element of hardened 
thugs and yeggmen has spared Lincoln property and 
the lives of its citizens. We have a remarkable type 
of citizenship In this community—law-respecting, in­ 
telligent, 
and 
generally 
self-supporting. 
Through 
some fortunate dispensation we have been spared 
periodical visits from the more dangerous gangs 
from the larger cities. It was a short-sighted and 
foolish policy to expect this situation to continue for 
years. And yet in the face of repeated warnings that 
the police force should be enlarged, and that proper 
equipment should be provided for the men burdened 
with the responsibility of maintaining law and order, 
as a community we did nothing to correct conditions. 
That was a pitiful confession which Chief J ohn­ 
stone had to make that one man, ordinarily assigned 
to the beat, had been sent to another post, and as a 
result one officer was covering three “ beats.” It would 
happen that when the bandits entered the bank the 
officer on that '‘bent” should be at the other ex­ 
treme end of the line he was supposed to patrol. Two 
men were at the station, in addition to the desk 
sergeant, to answer emergency calls. It was not Chief 
J ohnstone’s fault, or that of the men under him, that 
so few were available for service when they were so 
badly needed.

The state of Nebraska is contributing $150,000 a 
year out of its gasoline tax receipts to Lancaster 
county to be used in improving local roads, not part 
of the federal-state highway system. The people of 
this county expect that money to be used to the best 
advantage for the common good. They have provided 
and paid for machinery to keep roads in good condi­ 
tion. They have a right to complain when county 
officials make the roads virtually Impassable with 
too much gravel.

So far as weapons arc concerned, it would be well 
for the people of Lincoln to re-read the itemized 
statement of emergency weapons provided for the 
Lincoln police: 
Six autorry&tlc shotguns, four of them at head­ 
quarters. 
One double-barreled sawed-off shotgun. 
One 30-30 caliber Winchester repeating rifle. 
Each officer is armed with a .38 caliber Smith 
& Wesson special double-action revolver. 
Out of their own funds, two men have equipped 
themselves with tear-gas guns. 
It is little better than murder to send officers 
against experienced gunmen, equipped with the latest 
in machine-guns, with old and antiquated weapons 
of this character. Organized crime, it must be re­ 
membered, has taken advantage of every step of 
progress made in efficient armament. To fight it 
successfully those filling the role of policemen must 
be given as good equipment as the outlaws have. 
There are very few cities the size of Lincoln which 
do not possess machine gun squads. On most police 
forces months have been devoted to training men 
especially qualified for handling machine guns, so 
that if the need arises, they can meet the challenge 
of the most desperate criminals. There was not even 
an ample stock of ammunition for the emergency 
guns of the Lincoln police force. 
Perhaps the Lincoln commission has erred in not 
taking the public into its confidence more fully with 
reference to thp police force, and its lack of adequate 
numbers tjid equipment, but in the final analysis the 
community Itself is to blame because it has been 
niggardly and stingy in its attitude toward the most 
Important functions of city government. There are 
some things which are essential to every progressive 
and w’ell-governed city and police protection is one 
of them. Safety against fire is another, and measures 
of health and sanitation are others.

Dry 
cleaners, confectioners, soft drink dealers, restaurant 
proprietors and hundreds of others have been bled 
to the limit, and while they have been robbed of their 
property, their lives have been in constant danger. 
As a matter of fact no one who employs labor of 
any kind has been safe in any of the gang ridden 
cities in the last few years, and the situation has been 
getting worse.

"Lincoln/is a growing city and 


we must expect the institutions and 
agencies which serve • Lihpoln 'and 
are striving to make this a better 
community in -which to live to grow 
also," declared J. H. Agee, president 
of the community, chest -and chair- 
man of the ninth" annual campaign 
for funds to finance eighteen wel- 
fare agencies, in addressing'the col- 
onels and captains, of division B, 
who will solicit the downtown sec- 
tion of the city in the approaching 
campaign, at a meeting held at the 
Y. M. C. A. Thursday night Ernest 
L. Smith, general of division B, 
presided, and more than 150 busi- 
ness and professional men, who 
will assist .in the campaign, at- 
tended. 


"The chest campaign this, fall 
presents a real'challenge and a real 
appeal to every loyal citizen of Lin- 
coln," Mr. Agee continued. "The 
work that the eighteen agencies in 
the chest, are doing is necessary, 
and now, more than ever before in 
the history of the chfet, welfare 
agencies are being confronted with 
relief problems that must be met. 
Families are moving into this .com- 
munity every week because of the 
superior educational facilities, high 
civic morale, and freedom from 
juvenile ^delinquency and slums; 
ind although many Lincoln citizens 
have not realized it, the welfare 
and character-training agencies in 
:he- chest deserve much credit for 
this city's good reputation. When 
we fail to support these agencies 
we are standing in the road of the 
progress of this community." 


Home Gives Address.

DISCUSS DRIVE 


Officers in Division B 
Ready for Downtown 
Chest Campaign. , 


Horne and Beaver Give 
Ideas For This 
Year’s Work. 


“Lincoln is a growing city and 
we must ex pect the institutions and 
agencies which serve Linpoln and 
are striving to make this a b etter 
community in which to live to grow 
also,” declared J. H. Agee, president 
of the community chest and chair­ 
man of the ninth annual campaign 
for fuhds to finance eighteen wel­ 
fare agencies, in addressing the col­ 
onels and captains of division B, 
who will solicit the downtown sec­ 
tion of the city in the approaching 
campaign, at a meeting held at the 
Y. M. C. A. Thursday night Ernest 
L. Smith, general of division B, 
presided, and more than 150 b usi­ 
ness and 
professional men, who 
will assist in the campaign, a t­ 
tended. 
“The chest campaign this fall 
presents a real challenge and a real 
appeal to every loyal citizen of Lin­ 
coln." Mr. Agee continued. 
“The 
work tha t the eighteen agencies in 
the chest are doing is necessary, 
and now, more than ever b efore in 
the history of the chest, welfare 
agencies are b eing confronted with 
relief prob lems that must b e met. 
Families are moving into this com­ 
munity every week b ecause of the 
superior educational facilities, high 
civic morale, and freedom from 
Juvenile 
delinquency 
and 
slums; 
and although many Lincoln citizens 
have not realized it, the welfare 
and character-training agencies in 
the chest deserve much credit for 
this city's good reputation. When 
we fail to support these agencies 
we are standing in the road of the 
progress of this community." 
Horne Giv es Address. 
Secretary L. W. Horne of the 
chest told the division B officers of 
Lincolns welfare needs for 1931. 
"There arc two types of work which 
the chest agencies are doing,” he 
declared. "The first is the b uilding 
and reb uilding of useful citizens out 
of used material.

Welfare 
federation.

Through this work of rehab ilitation, 
the family welfare agencies of the 
chest relieve other memb ers of the 
community of an otherwise heavy 
financial b urden.

"In meeting Lincoln’s immediate 
relief needs,” he concluded, “we 
must not neglect the character- 
b uilding 
agencies. 
During 
hard 
times, when the family morale is 
lowered and b roken down.

we are to guide the b oys and girls 
of our community in the paths of 
character and good citizenship, we 
must sub scrib e to the work of the 
character-training organizations.”

GRAIN OPPOSED 


Railroad Groups Ask 
Rehearing: on Commerce 


Commission Ruling. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
19—(IP)— 


New rates on grain and grain 
products which the interstate com- 
merce commission has ordered put 
into /effect, alter October 
were 


vigorously attacked today in peti- 
tions opposing them filed by two 
railroad groups. • 
Railroads operating in the west 
already have indicated opposition 
to the new schedule and the com- 
plaints today came from carriers 
whose lines traverse the southeast- 
ern quarter of the United States 
and the Mississippi "valley. 
All three of the petitions are now 
in accord in demanding that the 
commission halt the rate revision 
it has ordered and that it grant 
a rehearing to the railroads so they 
may present new arguments and 
new evidence. 
Fear Huge Loss. 
In the southeastern railroad peti- 
tion today it was argued that car- 
riers would encounter a $14,000,000 
reduction per year in net earnings 
as a result, more particularly of the 
drop in grain rates suggested by 
the commission on traffic to New 
Orleans, to Mobile, and to Memphis. 
The Mississippi valley railroads 
cited particularly the alleged lower- 
ing of rate schedules on St. Louis- 
New Orleans grain shipments en- 
tailed by the commission's decision. 
Their petition argued there would 
be" "enormous losses to this group 
of carriers as a result of the estab- 
lishment of the new gram rates." 
In view of their present operat- 
ing condition, the Mississippi valley 
lines said, they were "in no position 
to assume the burden."

BERLIN, Sept. 19—WM-Prof. Al- 
bert Einstein, who lately In Bir- 
mingham and -.again in 
Berlin 
characterized space as "the only 
theory representing -reality," has 
submitted to the Prussian Academy 
o' Sciences a new treatise on the 
"theory of space conceptions with 
Biemann metrics and 
extended 
parallelism." 
. Dr. Einstein, known throughout 
the world as the "father of relativ- 
ity," said in an interview in Gen- 
eva on July 27 last that he was 
evolving another theory later than 
that which he propounded regard- 
Ing space. He said the field in 
which he was working was still 
more vast than those in which he 
already had pioneered. 
In the treatise submitted today. 
Dr. Einstein takes up consideration 
of certain non-euclidian concep- 
tions of space—that is those not 
limited to three dimensions 
and 
wherein, for example, the Euclidian 
definition of parallel lines does not 
hold good. 
(According to Euclid 
parallel 
lines prolonged to infinity never 
meet.)

glass and aluminum "lung" for her 
life. 


Her breaking muscles numbed by 


infantile paralysis September 11, 
she was sinking rapidly when physi- 
cians placed her in a respirator 
which has made her lungs perform 
their natural function—made them 
draw in the breath of life and ex- 
hale it. 
The respirator incloses all her 


body, except her head, which rests 
on a pillow outside. A rubber dia- 
phram fits closely around her neck 
and prevents leakage of the com- 
pressed air introduced into and 
withdrawn from the cabinet. Only 
the hum of an electric motor reveals 
that the mechanical lung is a ma- 
chine and operating.

The Hay Springs robbery gave 
authorities their first intimation 
that bank robbers may have resort- 
ed to airplanes. A plane landed in 
a field near that northwestern Ne- 
braska village yesterday morning. 
Shortly after noon it had disap- 
peared. In the interim the First 
National bank had been robbed by 
five men of $14,000.

The robbery was the fourth in 
Nebraska within a week, with loot 
totalling $93,500 The greater part 
of the total loot was taken Wednes- 
day, robbers holding up the Lincoln 
National Bank & Trust Co., getting 
away with approximately $75,000.

NEBRASKA COUNTIES 


(Associated Press) 
"When does it pay to bake bread 
at home?" This question comes to 
the agricultural college of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. A government 
bulletin states that 3]/4 pounds of 
bread, about three home baked, 
loaves, can be made out of the fol- 
lowing ingredients: 2& pounds of 
hard winter wheat flour, 2% cups 
of liquid, 4 teaspoons salt, 2 table- 
spoons sugar, 2 tablespoons fat, and 
1 ounce, or two cakes of yeast. 
At prevailing prices, this material 


would cost from 11 to 14 cents. Add 
to this the cosfof fuel and use of 
equipment, the difference between 
the total and the cost of 3% pounds 
of bakery bread should represent 
the cook's wages. Some state that 
they eat more home made bread 
than bakery bread. Bread consump- 
tion has decreased about one-fifth 
in the last fifteen years due to 
many other things and the gradual 
change to bakery bread. 
n 'According to figures published in 
a millers' journal, about two cents 
•worth of raw jiaterial and eight 
cents" worth of labor, overhead, 
marketing and delivery charges go 
into each ten-cent loaf of bakery 
Wead. The large number of baking 
companies serving the consumer 
through every little grocery store 
adds materially to the cost of mar- 
keting. The consumer has asked for

"The Hessian fly has a few pecu- 
liar habits. One of them is that it 
"will lay eggs only in wheat plants. 
If it finds no wheat, it will die 
without layi^p an eggi. Another is 
that it lays its eggs within forty- 
eight hours after it comes out of 
the puparium or flaxseed as a fly- 
By watching the emergence of the 
files from their flaxseed and their 
habits under natural conditions, a 
-date can be set on which it will be 
safe to sow wheat.

Tests 
are showing that wheat is a little 
better than corn as a eed for hogs, 
and at present prices it pays to feed 
wheat rather than corn. A com- 
plete report will be given out at 
Rooters day, the annual hog feed- 
ers' day at the agricultural college, 
October 17. 
The monthlv report of the Saun- 
ders County Cow Test association 
submitted by Don J. Bobinson, offi- 
cial tester, contains the following 
interesting data.

Social Welfare Society 


Work Shows An Increase 


Titty-two of the 
196 families i 


served by the Social Welfare society 
last month came to the society for 
assistance because the male -wage- 
earner was incapacitated, it Is 
shown by the monthly report of the 
society filed- at the community chest 
According to Miss Ada Barker, sec- 
retary, the proportion of incapaci- 
tated heads of families •was greater 
than lor any previous month in the 
history of the society. 


Ol the fifty-two incapacitated 


\rage earners, twenty-four were vic- 
tims of chronic or permanent ill- 
ness. In these cases the society 
works in the closest co-operation 
•with the city and county physicians, 
or the private physician if one has 
already been encaged by the fam- 
ily, and -with the University hos- 
pital. Social work -with the patient 
and family is done after the society 
is given a specific statement of the 
patient"* condition. Ex cry effort is 
made to carry out the instructions 
of the physician, according to Miss 
Barker, and to provide the proper 
environment for the patient, reliev- 
ing his mind of wonr over finances, 
and helping the family. 


Money Is Returned. 
Ten of the incapacitated suffered 
from compensate lEncss or. acci- 
dents. One of these •won his suit for 
damages after five years of litiga- 
tion, finally reaving the society of 
the necessity of assistance. In three 
cases compensation -was allowed by 
the district court, but the suits -were 
appealed to 'ic supreme court and 
the society must care for the fam- 
ilies until the court has acted. Five 
cases had received compensation 
«Mch expired in August and the 
society now has the job of helping 
the families to get on their feet, and 
the -wagc-carn&r to sccur *anploy- 
mcnt. 


The law eouoBmJne conipensaHon 
Cases requires SJ>c wage earner to 
refund to the Social Welfare society 
Use wncrant spent by the society 
during the period the salt teas 


pending, providing the Incapaci- 
tated person is awarded compensa- 
tion. 


Got No Compensation. 


In three of the fifty-two cases last 
month, the wage earner was the 
victim of non-compensable injuries. 
In one the society cared for the 
family until the wage-earner recov- 
ered, and then found him a job. In 
another, a man -with seven children 
had come to Lincoln with a road 
construction gang, and was perma- 
nently disabled by a punctured lung 
received in an accident for which 
his employers were not liable. This 
man and family were returned to 
their home and relatives in Mis- 
souri, through the efforts of the 
Social Welfare society. The third 
case, that of a boy, 16, was brought 
to the attention of the society 
through relatives'of the boy in an- 
other city. He was placed in con- 
tact with the state vocational de- 
partment where he is being taught 
a trade by which be will be able to 
make a living despite 
physical 


handicaps. 
Ten of the fifty-two cases were 
victims of old age. white five were 
victims 
of temporary ailments. 


Nearly one-third more cases were 
handled by the society last month 
than during August a year ago. 
Visits to families by the society's 
caseworkers last month numbered 
193 as compared to 1© a year ago. 
Office interviews last roontti num- 
bered 189 as against 115 for August, 
1929. Three tames as" roach was 
spent for relief in August 1830, as in 
the same month in 1929.

‘•When does it pay to bake bread 
at home?” This question comes to 
the agricultural college of the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska. A government 
bulletin states that 
pounds of 
bread, about three 
home 
baked 
loaves, can be made out of the lol- 
lowlng ingredients; 2>4 pounds of 
hard winter wheat flour, 2% cups 
of liquid, 4 teaspoons salt, 2 table­ 
spoons sugar, 2 tablespoons fat, and 
I ounce, or two cakes of yeast. 
At prevailing prices, this material 
would cost from 11 to 14 cents. Add 
to this the cost'of fuel and use of 
eqidpment. the difference between 
the total and the cost of 3% pounds 
of bakery bread should represent 
the cook’s wages. Some state that 
they eat more home made bread 
than bakery bread. Bread consump­ 
tion has decreased about one-fifth 
in the last fifteen years due to 
many other things and the gradual 
change to bakery bread. 
According to figures published In 
a millers’ journal, about two cents 
worth of raw 3 laterlal and eight 
cents 
worth 
of 
labor, overhead, 
marketing and delivery charges go 
into each ten-cent loaf of bakery 
bread. ’The large number of baking 
companies serving the consumer 
through every Utile grocery store 
adds m aterially to the cost of mar­ 
keting. The consumer has asked for 
varied, and he pays the bill.

Disking, fall plowing and pastur­ 
ing stubble land to keep down vol­ 
unteer wheat, w ill be one of the 
most impc-tant parts of the cam­ 
paign to get rid of the Hessian fly 
in eastern and central Nebraska 
this fall. 
The Hessian fly has a few pecu­ 
liar habits. One of them is that it 
will lay eggs only in wheat plants. 
If it finds no wheat, It will die 
without laylr.e an egg. Another is 
(hat it lays its eggs within forty- 
eight hours after it comes out of 
the puparium or flaxseed as a fly. 
By watching the emergence of the 
files from their flaxseed and their 
habits under natural conditions a 
data can be set on which it will be 
safe to sow wheat.
